1 . UKDEL HAS PASSED TO US WORKING COPY OF DRAFT 
RESOLUTION AGREED ON BY MEMBERS OE WORKING GROUP (REF B) 
LAST NIGHT. DRAFT (TEXT BELOW) COMBINES AND SUBSTANTIALLY 
MODIFIES RESOLUTIDNS ORIGINALLY PRESENTED IN WHA CONEER- 
ENCE PAPERS 10 (REF C) AND 1 1 (REF B). UKDEL TELLS US 
WORKING GROUP CHAIRMAN (INDIA) WILL INTRODUCE THIS DRAET 
IN COMMITTEE B THIS AFTERNOON (MAY 23) IF POSSIBLE. EC-9 
CHAIRMAN AND UKDEL HAVE BOTH TOLD US THEY HOPE RESOLU- 
TION CAN BE PASSED BY CONSENSUS. THEY WOULD OE COURSE 
PREFER THAT WE NOT STATE A RESERVATION AFTERWARD. THEIR 
VIEW IS THAT WORKING GROUP DID EXCELLENT JOB OF REMOVING

THE INTERNATIONAL COMMITTEE OP THE RED CROSS, THE LEAGUE

2. EXPRESSES APPRECIATION OF THE CONCERTED EPPORTS OP

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WITH THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS; 

3. REQUESTS THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL, 

(1) TO CONTINUE AND INTENSIFY HEALTH COOPERATION WITH 
THE NEWLY INDEPENDENT AND EMERGING STATES IN AFRICA, 

AND PARTICULARLY WITH THE COUNTRIES WHICH ARE THE 
VICTIMS OF REPEATED AGGRESSIONS BY THE ILLEGAL REGIME 
IN SOUTHERN RHODESIA AND THE RACIST REGIME IN SOUTH 
AFRICA; 

(2) TO GIVE, IN COLLABORATION WITH THE UNITED NATIONS, 

ITS SPECIALIZED AGENCIES AND OTHER BODIES, ALL NECESSARY 
SUPPORT TO NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED BY 
THE OAU INCLUDING TECHNICAL COOPERATION IN THEIR
